ratified by the properly and legally 
constituted authorities of said State 
and the governor of said State shall 
transmit to the President of the Con­ 
federate States an authentic copy of 
the proceedings touching said adop 
tion and ratification... .the President, 
by proclamation, shall announce

fact”, and that upon the issuing 
of 
this proclamation the admission

enabling act was passed on August
